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FOLDING BOXES. 


The Manufacturers Will Meet in New 
York in June. 


Trade Conditions Are Not at All Satisfactory—Price Cutting 
Is One Evil That Is Complained of—High Cost of 
Raw Materials—Margins of Profit 
Are Very Narrow. 








The condition of affairs in the folding box branch of the 
paper industry is evidently not wholly satisfactory to the 
men engaged in the making of such boxes. To devise 
some way in which to correct so: called trade abuses in 
that line is said to be the purpose of a circular letter sent 
out to all the leading folding box manufacturers in the 
East. As practically all of these have agreed to attend the 
meeting suggested in the letter it has been decided to call 
a meeting to be held in New York early in June. 

The principal trade abuse which it is hoped to correct is 
the bad habit of price cutting which the folding box mak- 
ers have got into within the past. few years, especially 
since last July, when the proposed folding box combina- 
tion fell through. Since then there has been a war of 
prices waged among the box men. This slashing of prices 
began immediately after the abandonment of the combina- 
tion project, and has continued ever since. The result of 
the campaign of price cutting has been that after about a 
year of it the folding box manufacturers find that the 
profit in their business has almost entirely disappeared. 
This fact is the real reason for the meeting which will be 
held within the next few weeks. Amdng the other 
“abuses,” of which there are many, is the practice some 
of the box makers have got into of holding in stock for 
their customers large quantities of made up boxes. This 
practice grew out of the fierce competition in that trade. 
For in order to hold a customer as long as possible a 
manufacturer would offer to make up a million and a 
half boxes when the order called for but one million, the 
additional half million being held im stock to be used as 
needed, and to be paid for only as used. This practice has 
grown to such proportions that it has become burdensome, 
It means that the folding box manufacturer now needs 
more capital to carry on his business than heretofore. To 
put a stop to this foolishness is one of the purposes of the 
meeting. 

The high cost of all their raw material, especially box 
boards, has forced the folding box manufacturers to do 
something whereby they can get better prices. Within the 
past year there have been a number of advances in both 
stiff and bending boards. In many instances this high 
priced stock is going into work that was contracted for on 
the basis of the prices for boards which prevailed last sum- 
mer. Considering the very low prices at which a lot of 
the big contracts were taken during the past year the 
margin of profit in these contracts has been wiped out 
To again put their business on a profitable basis is the-ob 
ject of the meeting referred to. Just how this can be 
accomplished is as yet an open question, One solution 
suggested is a gentleman's agreement to maintain a mini- 
mum scale of prices and to do away with the so called 
abuses, a few of which have been outlined above. At this 
time there is little chance of a folding box consolidation, 
as the money market is not now in as good condition -as it 
was last July, when the project failed of consummation 
Kecause of a tight money market 

The calling of a meeting at this time and the fact that 
all the Eastern folding box manufacturers are willing to 






attend is considered in the trade as the best evidence that 
they are all tired of the foolish competition for business 
that has been going on for the past year. In their willing- 
ness to get together thefe is also hope of reaching a basis of 
agreement and encouragement that any agreement made will 
be lived up to. Another thing that helps along this view of 
the case is the fact that the folding box men are now all 
paying about the same price for their raw materials. This 
has put them all on about the same cost basis for their 
work, and has tended toward a greater uniformity in the 
quotations they all submit to their customers. Then again 
it is said that the large users of folding boxes are now 
pretty well educated on the quality of work done for them. 
As they have found out that they cannot get good work 
for a low price, they are naturally a little more inclined 
to pay according to the quality of the work. The concerns 
that make ridiculously low estimates are not now looked 
upon with favor, and as the buyer knows that the cost of 
manufacture has increased, he is naturally suspicious of 
the box maker who offers to do a good job very low. 


The Harmsworth Pulp Mill.

The 
Government has written to the agent general in London to 
confer with the Harmsworths and saying reasonable assist- 
ance will be given toward establishing the industry in 
Gloucester County; also that the Harmsworths must be 
willing to bind themselves to carry out their undertaking 
in reasonable time. 


Interlake’s Ground Wood Mill Started.

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BANKRUPTCY RULING. 


United States Supreme Court Decides 
Four Months Section. 


The Practice in All Cases Modified as to the Surrender of 
Payments Made Within Four Months of Insolvency Pro- 
ceedings —The Decision Will Affect Several Thou- 
sand Cases, as It Will Operate Retroactively. 








(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Wasuincton, D. C., May 25, 1903.—A bankruptcy de- 
cision of the highest importance to the paper trade has 
been handed down by the United States Supreme Court. 
It modifies the practice of all bankruptcy tribunals, and 
will affect several thousand bankruptcy cases throughout 
the country, as it will operate retroactively as to cases ad- 
judicated within the past year 

This important decision was rendered in the case of 
Jaquith, trustee, vs. Alden, on appeal from the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals for the First Circuit, and 
holds, in effect, that the decision in the case of Carson, 
Pirie, Scott & Co., in which it was held that Section 57g 
of the national bankruptcy law required creditors receiving 
payments on account within four months of the filing of a 
bankrupt’s petition to surrender such payments before 
being allowed to prove up the balance of their claims, 
does not apply in any case where the creditors sold goods 
or extended credit to the bankrupt after he became insol- 
vent; provided that such sales or credits equal or exceed 
in amount the payments received on account 

Under the decision in the Carson case paper manufac 
turers or jobbers receiving payments on account from 
insolvent retailers within four months of the filing*of the 
bankrupt’s petition have been obliged to surrender such 
payments before being permitted to prove up the balance 
of their claims. As the amount of dividends to be paid by 
the bankrupt’s estate has usually been problematical it 
has sometimes been impossible for a creditor to calculate 
with any degree of accuracy whether he would better re 
tain his payments on account and sacrifice his claim, or 
surrender them and take his chances; but in either case 
he has been called upon to make a very substantiai sac 
rifice. In the case which the Supreme Court has just de- 
cided it is held that if the creditor has furnished any goods 
to the bankrupt within four months of the filing -of his 
petition he may retain payments on account to the value 
of such goods, and still preserve his right to prove up the 
balance of his claim. Thus a paper manufacturer or job 
ber who has furnished material to a retailer at any time 
within four months of the presentation of the retailer's 
petition in bankruptcy is entitled to retain payments on 
account of the value of such material, and then to prove 
up hie claim for material furnished prior to the date of 
the bankrupt’s insolvency. 

In taking this new view of the law it is argued by the 
Supreme Court that when the net results of the transac 
tions taking place after the bankrupt becomes insolvent 
ire to increase his estate, the payments cannot properly be 
regarded as preferences within the meaning of Section 
57g. The decision completely upsets the practice of bank- 
ruptey courts of original jurisdiction, which have held 
with practical unanimity that all payments received within 
four months of the filing of a bankrupt’s petition must be 
surrendered in order to entitle the creditor to prové the 
of his claim A F. T.

Millis Have Plenty of Orders at Present—Less Uneasiness 
as to Labor Matters—Jobbing Trade 
‘ Holds Up Well. 





The absence of any new developments in the labor field 
leaves the situation in the paper market just about where it 
was last week. The continuance of the drought for another 
week renders low water the one positive factor in the 
equation of supply and demand. The manufacturers are 
therefore a little firmer in their demand than they were 
last week. Opposed to this firmness of the manufacturers 
is the lessened need of supplies at this time by the dis- 
tributing trade. For the present therefore there is a ces- 
sation of buying, as the two parties to the bargain cannot 
agree on the market value of the various grades of paper. 
The manufacturer pleads drought, high cost of raw mate- 
rials and a threatened increase in his labor account. The 
buyer on his side asserts that the demand is off, that the 
summer dullness will be here in a few weeks and that the 
manufacturer will soon be crying for business.- In view 
of these opposing opinions on the situation it is but natural 
that the volume of new business should suffer. It is not 
expected either that there will be a change in relations of 
buyer and seller until the labor questions are definitely 
settled or until the drought is broken effectively. Should 
there be a sufficient rainfall within a short time and should 
the labor agitation simmer down without change in the 
wages of the men the market would be considerably 
weaker. Both of these things are what the buyers are 
Waiting for, and as there is no urgent demand they can 
afford to wait. Meantime, an average volume of business 
for this season is being done. There is, however, but little 
future delivery business and contracts being placed at this 
time. The buyers, of course, think that they will be able 
to do better in July than at present. The manufacturers, 
on their side, are willing to just keep going until next 
month or later, for by that time they expect to get their 
bearings on the labor question and on the chances of a long 
drought which has been predicted. This being the case, it 
goes without saying that quotations on the various kinds 
and grades of paper remain unchanged. Ground wood 
manilas continue weak and low in price. The better grades 
of wrappings are still holding steady. With the exception 
of the cheap manilas, the other kinds of paper are all fairly 
firm. This is not because the demand for them is as 
strong as it was, but rather because the mills have business 
ahead and no stocks on hand, and because the manufac- 
turers fear an increase in their cost sheet and additional 
trouble from low water. From the foregoing it can be 
seen that both buyer and seller are waiting for develop- 
ments.

Quiet Demand in Philadelphia. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, May 26, 1903.—No improveinent 
the quiet demand which existed a week ago for almost all 
kinds of paper was noted during the week. The market, 
however, held its own, and while prices are by no means 
strong they are steadily held. 

The book market, except for the extra high grades, is 
weak. “I have never known a time when the publishers 
showed a disposition to hold off ordering as great as now 
exists,” said a well known representative of a large book 
concern this afternoon. “I hardly think that they are ex- 
pecting lower prices, because I do not believe that lower 
prices will come. I rather incline to the opinion that the 
hesitancy on the part of the publishers is due to the un- 
certainty regarding the market. I know of at least two 
houses that have men out as far as the Coast in an en- 
deavor to ascertain what the market demands. The entire 
lot of samples prepared by one of these houses has been 
declined by a Chicago house that practically dictates the 
situation, and this particular house will have to go over 
the entire matter again. When business starts up it will 
probably come with a rush. I wish that we might have a 
little of it now.” 

The general strike of carpenters has almost suspended 
building operations, and the building paper market is 
therefore weak. Manufacturers report a poor market not 
only in Philadelphia, but throughout the country as well. 
The market for wrapping papers continues steady, but is 
by-no means active E. R. G.

Jobbers say that last week was a fairly good one in the 
paper trade. The labor troubles throughout the country 
have had a disquieting effect upon business, but notwith- 
standing this the general demand has been up to the aver- 
age. Normally, therefore, business is ahead of previous 
years at the corresponding period. The prospective set- 
tlement of the more important labor troubles cannot fail 
of having a good effect.upon the trade, inspiring confi- 
dence on the part of buyers and freshening the tone of 
the market. 

Your correspondent does not find that conditions in the 
book paper market have been such as to cause a recrudes- 
cence of consolidation talk. The leaders, if they have 
been working on the matter at all, have, apparently, been 
very quiet about it. No definite date is set for the cul- 
mination of their plans. The market itself is normal, with 
demand moderate and prices reasonably firm. 

Wrapping papers are moving along about as usual. 
Prices are firm, and some grades show a stiffening owing 
to scarcity. Evenness appears to be the current tendency 
—a condition which is satisfactory to dealers and con- 
sumers alike. 

Current demand for news is good, and the market is 
stiff and in some cases a few laps ahead of the power of 
dealers to deliver at the time desired. Such cases are not 
usual, however. The mills are busy, and the outlook for 
the summer is excellent. M.

Paper Mill Ordered Sold. 


Soutu Benp, Ind., May 22, 1903.—In the Circuit Court 
today in the Citizens National Bank case against the 
Havercamp-Whitney Paper Company, County Auditor 
John M. Brown, who is receiver for the plant, was or- 
dered to sell the property. The same order was made in 
the case of Paul K. Richter vs. the company and others. 

Mr. Brown is to sell the property, which embraces the 
real estate, the buildings, the machinery, the stock on hand 
and the water power rights of the company, which operated 
the big paper plant on East Colfax avenue, formerly con- 
trolled by the Indiana Paper Company, subject to an order 
of the court. The property is to be sold at private sale, 
and the receiver is given until the first day of the next 
term of court in which to make the sale. 

In the order it is stated that Mr. Richter’s claim against 
the compary is $20,151.70, with interest at 8 per cent. 
from today, he having a mortgage on the plant. Mr. 
Brown is to first hold out $1.308.87 taxes paid by him as 
receiver, and also $500 on account of an interest coupon 
heretofore paid to the Berkshire Life Insurance Company, 
of Massachusetts, which filed a lien on the property prior 
to Mr. Richter’s lien. The property is also liable for street 
and sewer assessments and taxes for the year 1902. 

\fter Mr. Richter’s claim is paid Will N. Bergan is al- 
lowed a first lien of $46.10, and William Downes a sec- 
ond lien of $50.93 if there is any surplus. The sale is made 
subject to a mortgage for $20,000 in favor of the Berk- 
shire Life Insurance Company given before Mr. Richter’s 
mortgage, and also subject to the taxes for 1903, and all 
payments on street improvement assessments hereafter to 
becom¢ due. The property is not to be sold at private 
sale unless enough can be realized to pay Mr. Richter’s 
claim.

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BRITISH TRADE TOPICS. 


Great Britain’s Exports and Imports of Paper—An Analysis 
of the Figures—Dividends by Paper and 
Chemical Concerns. 








[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 


Lonvon, May 14, 1903.—The Board of Trade returns of 
exports and imports show that during the first four months 
of this year 2,396,480 cwts. of paper, valued at £1,600,041, 
were imported as against 2,120,619 cwts., valued at £1,480,- 
oo1, in the first four months of 1902, and 2,127,779 cwts., 
valued at £1,441,918, in the first four months of 1901. Over 
66 per cent. of the total imports of foreign paper, &c., into 
Great Britain during the last four months (£1,600,041) 
represents the receipts of unprinted paper. The classifica 
tion shows £255,532 worth on reels, and £803,292 worth not 
on reels. The reel trade is monopolized by Norway and 
Sweden, the shipments during the period stated amounting 
to £153,977, or over 60 per cent. The next country of im- 
portance supplying the British market is the United States, 
the value being £50,255, or 19 per cent. Germany, Hol- 
land and Belgium do not hold a very prominent position in 
the exportation of reel paper, the combined value of the 
arrivals at British ports from the countries mentioned be- 
ing only £36,028, or about 14 per cent. of the total. Com- 
pared with the corresponding four months of last year 
the imports of unprinted on reels from Sweden show an 
increase in value of £24,497, and from Norway £1,280. A 
decrease is shown of £1,909 in American reel paper, and 
a depreciation of £7,532 in respect to the supplies from 
Germany, Holland and Belgium. The three latter coun- 
tries, however, do an important business with Great 
Britain in unprinted not on reels, the value (£366,274) 
during the last four months amounting to 45 per cent. of 
the total. Norway and Sweden also ship largely to Great 
Britain, the value (£284,986) being about 35 per cent., 
while only a small trade is controlled by the United States, 
viz., £46,370, or under 6 per cent. The arrivals from other 
countries amount to £105,662, or 13 per cent. The most im- 
portant increase, compared with January-April last year, 
is in respect to Sweden, the value of unprinted not on 
reels supplied this year showing an advance of £29,211, 
while the exports from Germany, Holland and Belgium 
(combined) show an increase of £40,213, and from the 
United States £1,572. Norway has lost ground, the depre- 
ciation amounting to £22,504, while imports from other 
countries also show a reduction of £2,823. The compara 
tive values of imports of unprinted paper into this country 
during January-April show an increase of £9,904 worth 
“on reels,’ and £45,669 worth “not on reels” in favor of 
In addition, printed paper shows an 
increase of £20,917, and straw, mill and wood pulp boards 
an advance of £43,550. 

In the first four months of this year we exported 
373,061 cwts. of paper, worth £570,869; in the first 
four months of 1902, 328,732 cwts., 523.390. 
and in the first four months of 1901, 387.329 cwts., 
valued at £607,361. An encouraging feature of the ex- 
port trade is the growing demand for Seuth Africa, and 
improved shipments to Australia. The call is chiefly for 
writings, printings and envelopes, of which £385,694 worth 
were exported during January-April last, being 65 per cent. 
of the total value of British supplies to British colonies and 
foreign countries during that period. South Afriga took 
writings, printings and envelopes to the value of £77,499, 
and Australia to the extent of £72,954, the increases being 
£24,811 and £8,713 respectively, compared with the corre- 
sponding four months of last year. The next important 
market for British writings, printings and envelopes is 
France, the imports amounting to £32,639, a comparative 
increase of £1,388. 

The report and balance sheet of the Star Paper Mills 
(Feniscowles) for the past half year show a profit of 
£4,627, which, added to the amount brought forward, leaves 
a disposable balance of £12,201, out of which a dividend of 
3s. per share on the preference and 5s. per share on the 
ordinary shares, leaving £8,343 to be carried forward, is

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THE PERMANENT SECRETARY. 


Officers of the American Paper and Pulp Association to 
Meet Soon to Make the Appointment—Some 
Features of the Situation. 





The matter of selecting a permanent secretary for the 
American Paper and Puip Association has not as yet been 
acted on. A meeting for that purpose was scheduled for 
May 15, so it was understood, but owing to the fact that 
President Knowlton was away at that time the expected 
meeting did not take place. No doubt an early date will 
now be selected for the convening of the executive com- 
mittee of the association by President Knowlton. This 
committee is made up of the president and other officers 
of the association. 

Among the paper manufacturing companies having of- 
fices in New York the regret has been frequently expressed 
of late that the association did not have a better organiza- 
tion whereby concerted action could be taken on the labor 
questions now pending. The unpleasant situation in which 
the mill owners find themselves is responsible for the wish 
that things might have been different with their own as- 
sociation. In the present dilemma it is therefore only nat- 
ural that attention should be directed toward the matter 
of the permanent secretaryship, in favor of which a resolu- 
tion was passed at the last annual meeting. In time. of 
trouble the need of an effective organization becomes ap- 
parent. But whether such a thing is possible in the paper 
industry is, in the opinion of many, a very big question. 
Still all manufacturers concede the necessity of greater 
unity and are willing to admit that the appointment of a 
permanent secretary would be a step in the right direction. 
With such an officer in sympathetic touch with the mem- 
bers in the various sections of the country the machinery 
would be in existence when necessary for united action by 
the manufacturers. What is now lacking, a central me- 
dium for the exchange of opinions, would be supplied. 
That the present condition of the labor market renders 
united action on the part of paper manufacturers necessary 
goes without saying. For, without such action, it is con- 
ceivable that owing to the difference in the demands of the 
labor unions in the various sections manufacturers making 
the same grade of paper may be obliged to work under 





entirely different conditions of hours and wages. If such 
should prove to be the case the mill owners acknowledge 
that they will have themselves to blame. Another possi- 
bility that is disturbing to think of is the fact that should 
the cost of manufacture be increased very much by ad- 
vanced wages an influx of Canadian paper would result. 
The sale of our paper abroad would also be cut down, as 
it is claimed that we could not successfully compete with 
foreign manufacturers because of our high cost of manu- 
facture. These and other thoughts along the same line 
have been suggested by the present labor situation and the 
fact that the paper manufacturers of the country are not 
organized to meet the situation as they should be. Their 
lack of organization is admitted to be their greatest weak- 
ness. This being the case attention has been directed, more 
than it otherwise would have been, to the desirability and 
usefulness of a permanent secretary and permanent head 
quarters for the association. Whether the money would 
be forthcoming to support such an office is seriously ques- 
tioned by some members of the association. “In time of 
trouble,” these men assert, “there would be funds enough, 
but when things run smoothly the manufacturers would 
not contribute.” As this is a time of disturbance in the 
paper industry it is suggested that now is a good time to 
try the experiment of establishing a permanent head- 
quarters. 


In connection with the subject of a permanent secretary 
attention has been called to the fact that two distinct ac- 
tions were taken at the meeting on the subject of the sec- 
retaryship. One of these was the adoption of the report of 
the committee on nominations, which report proposed to 
leave the matter of selecting a secretary and treasurer to 
a committee composed of the incoming president and two 
members appointed by the new president. The secretary 
so selected is the regular honorary secretary and treasurer. 
The other action referred to was the adoption of a motion 
to appoint a permanent secretary, who should have per- 
manent headquarters and be paid for devoting all his time 
to the work of the association. The selection of such a 
man was left to the executive committee of the association, 
which is made up of the president, vice presidents and the 
secretary and treasurer. Up to date no selection has been 
made by either committee. Whether both  secret&ries 
would continue in office at the same time is a question that

would have to be decided later. On the matter of the 
secretaryship the general opinion of the trade has been that 
the action taken at the business meeting referred wholly 
to the selection of a permanent secretary and permanent 


headquarters. 


Paper Mills Sold for Taxes.

AppLeton, Wis., May 25, 1903.—The Vulcan and Tioga 
mills of the Kimberly & Clark Company, located in this 
city, were bid in by Herman Erb, cashier of the First Na- 
tional Bank, at the delinquent tax sale last week. The 
amount of the tax was $2,367.52. The mills were assessed 
at $105,000. The owners have protested against the taxes, 
claiming they were excessive. The company applied to 
Judge Goodland for an injunction restraining the sale, 
but was refused, the court basing its decision on a recent 
decision of the Wisconsin Supreme Court, to the effect 
that the method pursued was not the proper one. The 
company will probably institute proceedings against the 
city Fox RIVER.

STRAW BOARD WASTE. 


The Question of Its Disposal Now Being Investigated by the 
United States Geological Survey, Assisted by a Number of 
Scientific Men in Various Educational Institutions. 





[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE yournaL.) 


Wasurncrton, D. C., May 25, 1903—A serious damage 
to water resources, as well as to all vested interests along 
water courses, in the United States, arises from the deposit 
of industrial waste in streams that drain the manufactur- 
ing centres of the country. Among the wastes so de- 
posited, that which is derived from straw board mills is 
claimed to be probably the most troublesome. In the re- 
gion north of the Ohio River, where there are a large num- 
ber of manufacturing plants of this character, the effects 
of straw board waste have attracted great attention, and 
have resulted in many suits at law for damages of one 
nature or another. 

Straw board waste is composed of small particles of 
straw, which, in the process generally used to reduce the 
stalks to their component parts, cellulose fibres, are broken 
and ground to such a state of fineness that they readily 
pass out along with the waste water. This material is 
composed largely of the hard, glazed covering commonly 
observed on all straw stalks, and as it contains a high pro- 
portion of silica it is extremely difficult to treat or to 
utilize in a satisfactory manner. In addition to the straw 
particles there are varying quantities of waste lime and a 
fairly high proportion of extractive matter. 

This waste mingles with other organic matter in a 
stream, and as a result there is produced a foul, reeking 
mass, which absolutely destroys fish life, ruins for agricul- 
tural purposes land which it overflows, unfits water for 
domestic supply, and is often highly damaging to residen- 
tial property. 

The United States Geological Survey has succeeded in 
enlisting the co-operation of several eminent authorities in 
the work of discovering the most practicable and economical 
means of purifying straw board waste. Into this work the 
officials of the American Straw Board Company have en- 
tered with gratifying enthusiasm, and there is assurance 


« 
that within a short time methods of disposal will be com- 
pleted and adopted. 

Experiments on the subject are being conducted at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Boston, under the 
direction of Prof. William T. Sedgwick; at Earlham Col- 
lege, Richmond, Ind., under the direction of Prof. Robert 
L. Sackett, and at Purdue University, Lafayette, Ind., by 
President W. E. Stone and Prof. Severance Burrage. These 
experiments are under the general supervision of Mr. M. 
O. Leighton, hydrographer, United States Geological Sur- 
vey. 


Projected Mill at Vincennes, Ind. 


A decision is expected to be arrived at this week in re- 
gard to the project of building a large paper mill at Vin- 
cennes, Ind. The proposed mill is to make paper out of 
straw and rope, and is to have a large tonnage if present 
plans are followed out. The men back of the new enter- 
prise are mow interested in the Cosmos Company, which 
owns certain patented processes for treating and bleaching 
raw straw. Some papers made according to the Cosmos 
formulas are now being manufactured by the Eureka Fibre 
Company, of Penn Yan, N. Y. A larger mill nearer the 
source of straw supply being needed, the gentlemen inter- 
ested in the Cosmos and Eureka companies have decided to 
build a large plant in the West. Vincennes, Ind., has 
been picked out as the most advantageous site for such a 
mill. A definite decision on this point will be reached this 
week. The principal backer of the proposed plant is said 
to be William H. Tylee, whose offices are in the Mutual 
Reserve Building, Worcester, Mass. 





Tissue Quotations Withdrawn. 

The Carthage Tissue Paper Mills, Carthage, N. Y., has 
withdrawn all quotations on its paper. In its formal notice 
the company says: “We beg to advise you that we with- 
draw all quotations on our paper. Prices will be quoted 
on application. We are forced to take this action on ac- 
count of the increased cost of production, caused by higher 
labor, higher coal and other items that go to make up the 
cost of our product. We are also influenced by the pres- 
ent low stage of the water in the Eastern part of the 
United States, which if much longer continued will mate- 
rially increase the cost of ground wood and sulphite.” 


Trouble Over Ice Cream Boxes, 

PorttsvitteE, Pa., May 25, 1903—In the case of William 
L. Rodelheimer, a Philadelphia paper box manufacturer, vs. 
C. P. Golamis, a Pottsville confectioner, tried before Judge 
Bechtel, the jury found in favor of the plaintiff for the 
sum of $50.92, representing the full amount of his claim, 
with interest. The defendant had ordered 8,000 ice cream 
boxes from the plaintiff, 4,000 of which were to be shipped 
to his Hazleton store and 4,000 to his Pottsville store. 
When the boxes. were delivered Mr. Golamis discovered 
that his name was not printed on them, as he claims that 
he had directed, and he sent them back. The plaintiff sub- 
sequently had Golamis’ name printed on the boxes and re- 
shipped them to him. He refused to take the boxes, hav- 
ing in the meantime purchased sufficient from another 
dealer. 


Strike at Tonawanda Settled. 


NortH Tonawanpa, N. Y., May 23, 1903.—This morning 
thirty employees at the large plant of the Tonawanda 
Board and Paper Company, on Goose Island, refused to go 
to work when the day shift was to go on at 7 o’clock and 
struck for higher wages. President William Newman at 
once consulted with the leaders of the tie-up and an ami- 
cable settlement was reached by noon. The men who went 
on strike were all employed in the beating department of 
the plant. The demand for higher wages was met by the 
giving of an increase of from $1.50 to $1.75 a day. 


California Paper and Board Mills. 

San Francisco, Cal., May 21, 1903.—The California 
Paper and Board Mills have just contracted with the 
Westinghouse Electric Company for a complete electric 
power plant at their mills, to take the place of the steam plant. 
The company has lately added to its equipment and is now 
making roofing and building papers, as well as straw and 
binders boards. It has under construction a steam straw 
board machine, which will largely increase the company’s 
output, and which will enable the company to supply the 
Pacific Coast demand for straw and chip boards to the 
exclusion of the foreign grades.

The proportion of borax to shellac will vary somewhat 
with the quality of the shellac, also the amount of water 
with the shellac and the class of work to be done and the 
temperature, Care should be taken to test the borax, as it 
is so often adulterated with ammonia soda. The follow- 
ing colors are very suitable for this class of work, but in 
purchasing it is best to specify “readily soluble and fast 
to alkali”: 

Scarlets (various marks of many makers), amaranth, 
fast reds, azo rubine, naphthol reds, all of 
various marks and makers; Victoria and metanil yellows, 
N., tropzolines, oranges, fast and patent blues 
(various products), acid violets, phloxines and 
Bengal roses (various marks and makers). From one- 
quarter part to three and more parts of color per hundred 
of mixture are dissolved and carefully strained before 
cooling. A variety of mixtures are applicable to similar 
treatment and uses, and next to a suitable carrier the 
choice of the proper coloring is essential to success.

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A Bankruptcy Decision. 

According to a letter from our Washington correspond- 
ent, the United States Supreme Court has rendered a de- 
cision that is of great importance to all business men. It 
is in regard to the payments made by a debtor within a 
period of four months of the beginning of insolvency pro- 
ceedings. 

The decision was rendered in the case of Jaquith, trus- 
tee, vs. Alden, on appeal from the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the First Circuit, and holds, in effect, 
that the decision in the case of Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co., 
in which it was held that Section 57g of the national 
bankruptcy law required creditors receiving payments on 
account within four months of the filmg of a bankrupt’s 
petition to surrender such payments before being allowed 
to prove up the balance of their claims, does not apply in 
any case where the creditors sold goods or extended credit 
to the bankrupt after he became insolvent; provided that 
such sales or credits equal or exceed in amount the pay- 
ments received on account. 

Under the decision in the Carson case creditors receiving 
payments on account from insolvent retailers within four 
months of the filing of the bankrupt’s petition have been 
obliged to surrender such payments before being permitted 
to prove up the balance of their claims. As the amount 
of dividends to be paid by the bankrupt’s estate has usually 
been ‘problematical it has sometimes been impossible for a 
creditor to calculate with any degree of accuracy whether 
he would better retain his payments on account and sacri- 
fice his claim, or surrender them and take his chances; 
but in either case he has been called upon to make a very 
substantial sacrifice. In the case which the Supreme Court 
has just decided it is held that if the creditor has furnished 
any goods to the bankrupt within four months of the filing 
of his petition he may retain payments on account to the 
value of such goods, and still preserve his right to psove 
up the balance of his claim. In taking this new view of 
the law it is argued by the Supreme Court that when the 
net results of the transactions taking place after the bank- 
rupt becomes insolvent are to increase his estate, the pay- 
ments cannot properly be regarded as preferences within 
the meaning of Section 57g. 

The decision completely upsets the practice of bankruptcy 
courts of original jurisdiction, which have held with prac- 
tical unanimity that all payments received within four 
months of the filing of a bankrupt’s petition must be sur- 
rendered in order to entitle the creditor to prove the re- 
mainder of his claim. 

The decision is effective not only as to cases pending, or 
instituted hereafter, but also as to all cases that have been 
settled in the last year. The widespread influence of it is 
therefore obvious. The uncertainty as to the exact mean- 
ing of the section referred to has always been a stumbling 
block in the settlement of cases, and now that it is finally 
settled it will go a long way toward simplifying bankruptcy 


proceedings. 


The Secretaryship. 

The question of a permanent secretary is yet before the 
officers of the American Paper and Pulp Association. It 
is an important question, and inasmuch as a great deal 
depends upon it, it is especially important that it should 
be settled right. 

That a permanent officer in the secretary's chair is a 
necessity is not doubted. There has been for a long time 
a growing feeling in favor of such an officer. The benefit 
that he could render to the trade at large is generally ad- 
mitted. The matter has been discussed at many trade 
gatherings, but it was only at the recent meeting of the 
American Paper and Pulp Association that any definite ac- 
tion was taken. 

Of course, much depends on the kind of a man selected.

He should not be a mere 
in the first whom 
entire confidence could be placed. He should have some 
knowledge of the trade, and should have ability to carry 
on the secretaryship so that his office would be the point 
about which in very many matters the industry should 
centre. If he is the right man, he can make of the Ameri- 
can Paper and Pulp Association an organization of power 


and usefulness to every manufacturer in the country, such 








as it never has been. There is plenty of work for such a 
man to do, and doing it, he will point out to the associa- 
tion and its members how that body has missed its oppor- 
tunities in the past and how it can improve them in the 
future. By his work he can make the association a truly 
national organization, important alike. to manufacturers 
East and West, and one upon which in many ways they 
should have cause to lean. 

We trust that the officers of the association will shortly 
get together and make an appointment that will insure the 


success of the mew departure and of the association. 


The folding box makers are sorry, and at the meeting to 
be held shortly it will develop just how much they are 
sorry. Some time ago a combination was talked of. There 
were meetings, and much talk, and finally a disagreement. 
The various manufacturers went their several ways, and at 
once ensued a war of prices that has not helped the manu- 
facturers, although it may possibly have been of advantage 
to some consumers. Now the combination talk is revived. 
Possibly the experience purchased by the manufacturers 
during the time since the last meeting may be of use yet. 





The statement as to the imports of paper into Great 
Britain, printed on page 667, m our London letter, shows 
that that country continues to be the battle ground for 
Scandinavian, German, Belgian and United States paper 
makers. The makers of the first three countries named 
took 45 per cent. of the total import business in unprinted 
roll paper, our business in the English field showing a 
reduction. Isn’t it about time that we not only made up 
our loss but took back part of the other fellows’ gain ? 

The United States Geological Survey, aided and abetted 
by various scientific men, is investigating the waste from 
straw board mills in an endeavor to solve the problem of 
their disposal in some way other than the present. Should 
this effort bear any practical fruit, the straw board men 
will be better satisfied than anyone else, provided they are 
not required to give up their entire bank accounts to put 
the scheme that may be suggested into actual work. 








The drought in Northern New York continues, notwith- 
standing that the daily papers announce that it has been 
broken by “an hour's rainfall.” The papers have a very 
slim idea of what the drought really is, or else they have 
a much exaggerated notion of what “an hour’s rainfall” 
will do. It will take a steady downpour for a number of 
hours to put the streams in condition where they will re- 
lieve the anxiety of the pulp amd paper men. 


It is promised that the exhibit of fibres from Manila to 
be made at the St. Louis Exposition will be complete and 
exhaustive. If the plans now projected are carried out 
fully the display will interest mot only paper men but also 
manufacturers in many other lines. Just at this time, when 
the search for new fibres is being so actively prosecuted 
and when new fibres are so much needed, this display ought 
to be of special importance. 


United States Vice Consul Irvine in a report to the State 
Department makes some pertinent suggestions as to the 
methods that should be used by our manufacturers in seek- 
ing trade in Brazil. The export of United States paper to 
that country is of sufficient importance to stimulate ef- 
forts to increase it, and in putting forth those efforts, Mr. 
Irvine’s suggestions may have a practical value. 


The trade is awaiting the decision of labor matters in 
Holyoke. There have been a number of conferences be- 
tween the manufacturers and the representatives of Eagle 
Lodge, but at this writing there has been no definite settle- 
ment of the matter. That there will be an amicable ar- 
rangement there is every reason to believe.

CLARK CORN WELL. 

Clark Cornwell, president of the Ypsilanti Paper Com- 
pany, Ypsilanti, Mich., died at his home in that city on 
Sunday last. Mr. Cornwell had not enjoyed good health 
for probably a year, and his demise was therefore not 
wholly unexpected. 

For a long term of years he had been identified with the 
paper making industry, following in the footsteps of his 
father, who was the senior member of Cornwell & Co., the 
predecessors of the Ypsilanti Paper Company.

He enjoyed the confidence of his fellow citizens, and at 
one time served them as mayor of Ypsilanti. He is sur- 
vived by a widow and daughters and sons, one of the latter 
of whom is engaged in business in Mexico. 

SoLoMON WorTHINGTON. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., May 25, 1903.—Solomon Worthing- 
ton, an old and well known resident of this city, died in 
his home, 31 John street, on Saturday afternoon. Death 
was due to old age and a general breaking down of the 
system, caused by a slight shock sustained May 1. Up to 
the time of the shock Mr. Worthington had been in very 
good health, and, in fact, had never known much sickness. 
He was born in Agawam, April 3, 1820, the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Johnson Worthington. He was a descendant of 
the well known Worthington family in this State, after 
whom the town of Worthington was named, as was the 
Worthington street in this city. At the age of sixteen Mr. 
Worthington went to New York city, and soon afterward 
engaged in business on a small scale in Brooklyn. The 
business prospered and he amassed a comfortable fortune. 

Mr. Worthington remained in Brooklyn until 1865, when, 
on account of his health, he returned to this section and 
took up his residence in Longmeadow, where he remained 
until 1870, when he went into the wholesale and retail 
paper business in Holyoke. This he conducted personally 
until 1891, and while he retained an interest in the business 
he had not been active in it since that time, the business 
being conducted by his son. 

On retiring from active business he returned to this city, 
where he had since resided. He never joined any society 
or organization except Memorial Church, in which he had 
been a prominent member for the past thirty years. 

He married Miss Matilda Westfall, of New York city, 
April 18, 1854, and they had five children, three of whom 
are now living, 


Caught on Both Sides of the Water.

a line of acknowledgment. ‘Convey the wise it call.’— 
(Shakespeare).”—This shows that the list of foreign mills 
was made up in the same way as the list of United States 
and Canadian mills.

Tree Rivers, Que., May 23, 1903.—Some 1,200 cords of 
pulp wood are burning at Breault’s Mills, 3 miles north of 
Aston Station, on the Grand Trunk Railway, just opposite 
the site where last week 2,000 cords were also burned. The 
smell of coaf oil led to the belief that it was a willful act, 
and the same idea is current as regards this fire.

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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Method of Manufacturing Perforated Sheets of Wood Pulp 
—Apparatus for Straining Paper 
Pulp—Carton, 


Gustaf Samuel Lindberg, of Gothenburg, Sweden, has 
been granted United States patent No. 728,804 covering a 
method of manufacturing perforated sheets of wood pulp. 

In carrying out the invention the wood pulp is deposi- 
ted on the take-up roller and is subjected to the piercing 
action of air or water jets, determined by apertures in the 
said roller and acting on the pulp when passing in its 
damp state from the felt to the take-up roller. This con- 
tinues until the pulp collected on the take-up roller has 
obtained sufficient thickness, it being then cut open in the 
usual manner and removed from the roller. The refuse 
or wasie produced in the piercing or perforating opera- 
tion is carried along by the felt and taken from the latter 
by a special roll, from which it is removed by means oi a 
scraper, brush or the like. The take-up roller is perfo- 
rated to conform to the desired perforatons of the pulp 
sheet, and within the roller near its periphery are located 
tubes which are perforated at the side adjoining the shell 
of the roller with a longitudinal row of holes correspond- 
ing with those in the take-up roller. Into the pipes. is 
forced air or water, which when a row of holes in the 
take-up roller is brought opposite the holes in the pipe 
blows away the thin and moist pulp layer covering the 
former holes. 

In the drawings Fig. 1 is an end view of an apparatus 
adapted for carrying out the method, the apparatus being 





shown partly in section; and Fig. 2 is a side view of the 
apparatus, partly in section. , 

In carrying out the method the felt 1 receives the pulp 
from the making cylinder 3, located in the reservoir 2, 
and delivers it in the usual manner to the take-up roller 
4 at the point where the latter and the felt guiding roller 
16 are in contact with each other. The roller 4 is pro- 
vided with apertures § to conform to the desired perfora- 
tions, as seen from Figs. 1 and 2, in the latter figure 
partly in section. Through one gudgeon of the roller 4 
is inserted a pipe 6, extending to the opposite end of the 
roller and here resting in a suitable socket or bearing. 
From the pipe 6 project downward four pipes, two of 
which 7 are joined to and support a tube 8, located at 
the lowest point within the roller opposite the guide roller 
16. The tube 8 is quite close to the shell of the guide 
roller and is provided on the side adjoining the roller with 
a row of holes 9, corresponding to those in the roller 4. 


(See Fig. 1.) The two other pipes 10 lead to and sus- 
tain another tube 11, located within the roller 4, said tube 
resembling the tube 8, but being situated at some little 
distance from the latter in the direction of rotation of the 
roller. This tube 11 is also provided with perforations 
9, similar to those in tube 8. The tube 6 communicates 
through a pipe 12 with some main pipe common to sev- 
eral machines, said main pipe issuing from the pump, 
blowing engine, or the like by means of which the liquid 
or air pressure is produced. The pipe 12 has at 18 a joint, 
where the lower end of the vertical portion 6’ of pipe 6 is 
inserted, so as to allow the pipe to lengthen or shorten, 
and accordingly the roller 4 to rise or descend freely. In 
contact with the felt at the roller 16 is located a rolier 
13, past which the felt moves shortly after being in con- 


tact with roller 4. The roller 13 is journaled on sliding 
bars 14, arranged so as to allow of the roller being pressed 
by means of them against the felt and caused to take up 
pulp irom the latter. On the roller 13 bears a scraper 15 
or the like. According as the perforations of the roller 4 
in the rotation of the latter arrive opposite the holes of 
the tube 8 the wood pulp deposited over the perforations 
of the take-up roller is blown back to the felt or the pulp 
is prevented from depositing over the perforations of the 
take-up roller, depending on whether the pulp has begun 
io be lifted by the take-up roller from the felt or not, 
which again depends on the position of the tube 8, which 
may be slightly to the right of the line passing through 
the centres of the two rollers 4 16, but preferably should 
just coincide with said line, as shown in Fig. 2. As the 
blowing is repeated after the pulp is deposited on the 
roller 4, the sheet of pulp when completed will be pro- 
vided with holes having quite a clearly defined edge or 
outline. As a consequence smallér perforations arranged 
to form.a trademark or the like may likewise be produced 
in the manner described, the take-up roller being in this 
case provided with perforations to correspond. The tube 
11 serves to blow away any pulp which may have chanced 
to remain in the apertures of the roller 4, so as to keep 
the latter apertures perfectly clean. The pulp caused by 
the perforating device to remain on the felt is taken up 
by the roller 13 bearing yieldingly on the latter. The 
scraping iron or knife 15, in place of which may be sub- 
stituted a brush or the like, removes the pulp from the 
roller 13, which pulp drops into the box 19, which is 
emptied into the reservoir 2 when required. 

Should it be desired at times to make unperforated 
sheets of pulp, the apertures of the roller 4 are closed up 
by plugs especially provided for the purpose and arranged 
to be readily removed or inserted, as required. In man- 
ufacturing unperforated sheets the air or liquid conduit 
12 is shut off and the roller 13 and box 19 are removed. 

At the beginning of the operation the end of the pulp 
sheet will be taken up by the roller 4 in the manner well 
known in paper making machines. By perforating the 
wood pulp directly in the machine in the manner de- 
scribed the outlay for a special machine for the purpose 
is avoided and the labor and waste of pulp are saved 
which have hitherto been caused by the practice of carry- 
ing out the perforating process in a special operation in- 
dependent of the paper machine.

Building Up Trade in Brazil. 

Writing from Rio de Janeiro to the State Department, 
L. C. Irvine, United States Vice Consul General, says in 
part: “This consulate receives a great many inquiries from 
United States manufacturers and business men for the 
names of firms here handling special lines of goods, and 
always does its best to supply information. The firms 
whose names are given are probably inundated with circu- 
lars, catalogues and letters. which promptly find their way 
into the waste basket. Firms here are very conservative, 
and once a particular mark or brand is known, and found 
to be suitable and reliable, it is very hard to displace it. 
Business men will not send orders to people whom they 
do not know; it is only natural that merchants in Brazil 
should be as suspicious of merchants in the United States 
as the American merchants are of them. The only way to 
cultivate trade in South America is by personal effort and 
contact. Our exporters will have to send out competent 
men and locate representatives in the principal markets. 
Trade here must be built up on the same lines as in the 
United States—by patient, unremitting effort and honest, 
just dealing. The language of Brazil is Portuguese, but 
salesmen speaking Spanish can easily get along. To ac- 
complish much, however, agents must understand one or 
the other of these tongues. Just now Brazil is passing 
through a season of severe financial depression, but the 
resources of the country are such that matters must mend 
some day, and there is no good reason why the United 
States should not secure a fair share of the vast trade 
which will then be done.” 





Dayton Press Publishing Company. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 
Dayton, Ohio, May 25, 1903.—Another legal battle seems 


in prospect for the stockholders of the Press Publishing - 


Company, of this city. W. P. Sunderland, the treasurer 


of the company, has brought suit for the dissolution of the 
company on the ground that during the past two years the 
income has been insufficient to pay dividends, and that the 
company is being run improperly. He claims to be the 
possessor of one-third of the stock, which is $30,000, 
though but $20,g00 was paid in, and says that while the by- 
laws specify that the treasurer shall handle the funds he 
has not been permitted to do so. He alleges that, includ- 
ing the amount of the capital stock paid in, the liabilities 
aggregate $41,000, while the assets at a fair valuation do 
not exceed $27,000. Judge Brown issued an order whereby 
plaintiffs must make a complete return by June 11 of all 
debts, stockholders’ names, the amount held by each, capital 
stock, amount paid and amount due on shares, with a 
complete statement of all incumbrances and all engage- 
ments into which the company has entered, and the names 
of creditors and the amount due each. Mr. Sunderland 
is joined by W. H. Breitenstein in asking for a dissolu- 
tion of the company by the appointment of a receiver and 
a sale of the plant. It is asked, however, that the company 
continue operations until the sale is effected. 

Mr. Sunderland was former county treasurer and is now 
a candidate for the State Treasurership. Some time ago 
he brought suit to secure himself on a $9,000 note negoti- 
ated by the company and asked for a receiver at that time, 
but the matter was adjusted. The Press announced that 
it is merely a “stockholders’ quarrel,” and that the plain- 
tiffs have not been assessed a dollar for betterments.

Ohio Paper Makers Celebrate. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, May 25, 1903.—All Buckeyes in general, 
and paper manufacturers and paper makers in particular, 
were proud to be numbered among the residents of the 
grand commonwealth of Ohio, one of the greatest of the 
nation, the past week on the occasion of the centennial 
celebration. The ancient metropolis, Chillicothe, where 
are located several of the largest mills in the Scioto Val- 
ley conducted by Daytonians, was the centre of the “great 
doings,” and all of Ohio’s favored sons were present. It 
is needless to say that Chillicothe paper makers took an 
active interest in the celebration. They were joined by a 
Dayton delegation. Col. H. E. Mead, of the Mead Paper 
Company, prominent in Ohio military circles, and who 
spends some of his time in Chillicothe looking after the 
mills of the Mead Paper Company, was a prominent par- 
ticipant and a familiar figure in the great parade of Ohio 
militia. Some of the leading men of Ohio, such as Sena- 
tor Hanna, General Grosvenor, Governor Nash, General 
Keifer, Senator Foraker and others, took a prominent 
part.

Mineral Acids in Paper. 


As a test for free mineral acids in paper, Congo red is 
useful if the quantity of acid be not too small, but in 
presence of alum the reaction is apt to lose its sharpness, 
and may even be prevented altogether by the formation of 
aluminum compounds. Methyl violet and methyl orange 
are satisfactory, and by extracting the paper with hot 
water, minute quantities of free acids can be estimated with 
the last named indicator in presence of alum. In some re- 
cent experiments with filter paper, several samples of Ger- 
man “normal” writing paper and printing papers were 
tested; of these only the filter paper and one of the print- 
ing papers were perfectly free from acid; the others, like 
most resin sized papers, contained traces. 

In order to test*the effect of free acid on paper, sheets 
were soaked in dilute solutions of sulphuric and hydro- 
chloric acids, in strengths ranging from 1 per cent. to 1 in 
50,000 and then dried; the subsequent observations extended 
over a period of three and a half years. After one month 
the papers contained just as much acid as when freshly 
treated; subsequently the hydrochloric acids, especially in 
the highest dilutions, gradually disappeared to some extent, 
but the sulphuric acid remained practically constant all the 
time. Sulphuric acid was always more readily -detectible 
with Congo red than hydrochloric acid, the latter in weaker 
propertions requiring methyl orange for its detection. The 
presence of free acid, even in very great dilution, acts in- 
juriously on the paper, reducing its resistance to rubbing 
and creasing, as well as the lwardness of the sizing. In the 
greatest dilutions, the deterioration was scarcely or not at 
all discernible, but this is merely a matter of degree, de- 
pending on the lack of delicacy of the present methods of 
paper testing. Sulphuric acid acts more powerfully on 
paper than hydrochloric acid, hydrocellulose probably being 
formed. The acid is not used up in the process of decom- 
position which it causes but goes on acting continuously, 
probably until the paper is destroyed. 

Paper containing free acid is highly injurious as a wrap- 
ing or ground for color printed and metallic coated goods. 
Paper for this purpose should be free from wood and 
should either not be sized, colored or bleached at all, or 
only very slightly; the pulp should not be beaten “wet,” as 
cellulose go treated is more hygroscopic-—O. Winkler (So- 
ciety of Chemical Industry Abstract).

FIBRE EXHIBIT AT ST. LOUIS. 


Philippine Islands to Make a Display Which Is Expected 
to Result in Increased Trade—Some of the 
Details of the Exhibit. 





WASHINGTON, May 26, 1903.—From a preliminary out- 
line of the work that is being done under the direction-of 
Dr. Gustave Niederlein, of Philadelphia, who is the Special 
Commissioner for the Philippine Islands to prepare an ex- 
hibit for the St. Louis Exposition, it is promised that the 
exhibit of the fibre industries of the islands will be re- 
markable for its completeness and wonderful for the vari- 
ety. and importance of the articles shown. He predicts 
that within five years after this country becomes acquainted 
with the fibres that can be produced in the archipelago a 
vast trade in that article will spring up. 

The Exposition Board for the island pays all expenses 
for the shipments to Manila, and the whole exhibit when 
assembled there will be sent to this country at the expense 
of the island Government, which has appropriated $500,000 
for the purpose. The exhibit of fibres for St. Louis will 
embrace a large number of photographs showing all the tex- 
tile plants in growth and the processes of stripping and de- 
corticating the fibre and weaving it. There will be a large 
herbarium, representing the whole range of botanical speci- 
mens in this line, and a full collection of fibres in various 
stages of manufacture. 

All sorts of manufactured fabrics from vegetable fibres 
will be shown, from the coarsest burlaps and rattan mat- 
tings to the wonderful laces for which the Filipino women 
are famous. 

The more common commercial fibres of the island—viz., 
abca, maguy, ramie, cotton, pandan, nipa and rattan—will 
be represented by a large collection, showing all the differ- 
ent commercial grades, the amount of fibre produced by a 
single plant, the amount produced on a given area, and the 
different qualities produced by all the different methods. 

There will be shown coarse nettings, such as nets and 
hammocks; cordage; threads, yarns, cords, lines and 
twines; ropes and cables, and there will be a large collec- 
tion of the different varieties of rattan and rattan products. 

All sorts of spinning products and brush making ma- 
terials, basket stuffs, hats, ramie stuffs, sandals, street 
sweeping rolls, nipa huts, and may similar articles, will be 
included. 


The Estate of W. P. Callahan.

The latter 
includes $600,000 worth of bonds, stocks and securities, of 
which $44,000 are in the stock of the Ohio Paper Compa- 
ny at Miamisburg, Ohio. These shares are valued at 
$1,000 each. Besides the above mentioned stock in paper 
companies, Mr. Callahan was the owner of the old Levis 
paper mill in Dayton, which has been rebuilt. The City 
National Bank stock is appraised at $160,875, the Dayton 
Gas Light and Coke Company’s stock at $73,850, the

Northern New York Drought and Labor Demand. 
(From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., May 26, 1903.—The long continued 
drought in Northern New York is still unbroken, and pulp 
mills are seriously hindered in their operations. Reports 
from nearly all the mills in the Black River district are 
to the effect that they are unable to grind enough pulp to 
meet requirements, and were it not for reserve stock on 
hand production of paper would be curtailed to consider- 
able extent. The prospect of an unusually dry season and 
the intimation that day hands employed in finishing rooms 
and other departments of the mills will ask for a nine 
hour day with ten hours’ pay place the manufacturers in 
a quandary when considering new contracts. Inquiry at 
the headquarters of the International Brotherhood of Pa- 
per Makers confirms the rumor that the nine hour day is 
being talked of in various sections, but the matter is not 
as yet before the executive board of the Brotherhood 
for action. Nothing, of course, will be done until the 
executive board sanctions the demand for a nine hour 
day. While rumor has it that June 1 would be the date 
on Which manufacturers would be asked to grant the nine 
hour day, the demand is not likely to come so soon, 
if it comes at all. Unless weather conditions improve, mill 
workers in the Black River district will have time enough 
off during the summer without asking for a nine hour 
day. B. 


Judgment Against Traders Paper Company. 

Burrato, N. Y., May 22, 1903.—An interesting point of 
law will probably be contested in the case of John Lahey 
against the Traders Paper Company, of this city, in which 
action the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court last 
week affirmed the judgment of the Supreme Court, giving 
the plaintiff a verdict of $9,945.50 and costs, which 
amounted to several hundred dollars more. Lahey was 
terribly burned in an explosion of a tank of sulphuric acid at 
the Traders mill. Some time after he had been awarded judg- 
ment in the Supreme Court, the Traders Paper Company 
transferred all its property to the United Box Board and 
Paper Company, and now possesses not a cent’s worth of 
real estate. In view of the fact that all the justices con- 
curred in the decision of the Appellate Court it is under- 
stood that the case will not be carried to the Court of 
Appeals. The Traders Paper Company will, instead, al- 
low the plaintiff’s attorneys to secure the execution and 
serve it. There is not a bit of property on which to levy. 
On finding this to be the case Lahey’s attorneys will, it is 
said, make a petition to put the Traders Company into 
bankruptcy and have the transfer of its buildings set aside 
as illegal. The execution will be issued in a few days if 
ro notice of appeal is filed.

WASTE CELLULOSE LIQUORS. | 


Producing from Them Gas for Heating or Mechanical Pur- 
poses and Incidentally Recovering the Sulphur 
—Some Features of the Method. 


Instead of burning off the organic matter in the recov- 
ery of soda from alkali sulphide cellujose. liquors, a writer 
in the Papier Zeitung proposes to prepare from it a gas for 
heating or mechanical purposes, incidentally recovering 
the whole of the sulphur, and has devised a continuous 
system of treatment. The principle consists in carboniz- 
ing the concentrated liquors by means of hot gases, col- 
lecting and purifying the volatile gases and producing at 
the same time a combustible gas by blowing steam over 
the coke so produced. The separation of the silica by the 
method of Lunge and Lohofer ds adopted, with the modi- 
fication that the silica is separated from the crude, dilute 
liquors instead of from the final products. The scheme 
proposed for a straw cellulose factory, using the sulphate 
(sulphite) method, is as follows: 

Concentrated liquors, freed from silica, are mixed with 
a little lime and sufficient coke or carbonaceous matter to 
reduce the proportion of ash in the subsequently carbo- 
nized product to 25-30 per cent. The mixture is fed into 
a suitable, continuous .combined carbonizer and gas pro- 
ducer, such as is used for making gas from wood, and is 
subjected to heat. In the carbonizing process the sul- 
phates, sulphites, &c., are reduced to sulphides; in the gas 
producing process the sulphides are decomposed and 
oxides remain behind. The resulting gas is a mixture of 
products, and contains a considerable proportion of carbon 
dioxide and sulphurctted hydrogen. 

This mixture, in virtue of its carbon dioxide content, is 
utilized for the precipitation of the silica from fresh quan- 
tities of waste liquor. The precipitation takes place, not 
under pressure, in a scrubbing tower; the silica is then in 
the gelatinous form and cannot be filtered. For this rea- 
son the liquors discharged from the tower are boiled by 
means of the waste gases from the generator furnace in 
a series of vessels under a pressure of 0.5 atmosphere, 
until the silica can be readily filtered. The pressure in the 
vessels is utilized to force the liquor through a filter into a 
collecting cistern for subsequent concentration. 

The scrubbing tower discharges the combustible gas 
contaminated with sulphuretted hydrogen and some carbon 
dioxide. The latter is eliminated by passing the gases 
through a vessel containing boiling milk of lime, while the 
sulphuretted hydrogen is absorbed in a vessel containing 
caustic soda in which fresh boiling liquor is prepared. The 
caustic soda and lime are obtained by the lixiviation of the 
oxides discharged from the gas generator. The purified 
gas is then ready for use for heating or motive power. 

In the case of the waste liquors from the boiling of wood 
with calcium bisulphite, no precipitation of silica is re- 
quired. The residual bisulphite in the crude liquors is 
precipitated as monosulphite, before concentration. The 
production of gas is carried out as above, but the sul- 
phuretted hydrogen is absorbed by cold milk of lime in- 
stead of by soda, forming calcium sulphydrate. This is 
decomposed by heat, and the sulphuretted hydrogen set 
free is burnt to sulphurous acid according to Miller and 
Opi’s process.

Miami and Erie Canal. 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, May 25, 1903—One of 
the developments of the past week of 
more than passing interest to the paper 
folk was the reported settlement of the 
suit brought by W. G. Wagenhalls, for- 
merly of this city, against.the Miami and 
Erie Canal Transportation Company. He 
claimed $51,coo on the ground that the 
State authorities had given him the right 
to first operate an electric line of boats and 
cars on and along the State’s waterway. Mr. 
Wagenhalls conducted experiments in 
Dayten and demonstrated the practicabil- 
ity of operating canal boats by electricity. 
It was then, he asserts, that the Miami and 
Erie Company, a gigantic corporation, 
was formed, and now it has almost com- 
pleted its contemplated line from Cincin- 
nati to Toledo as far as Dayton. The 
suit was filed some time ago and attracted 
attention. It is said to have been com- 
promised, and while the exact amount of 
money secured by Wagenhalls is not 
known, it is said to be between $35,000 
and $40,000. Wagenhalls turned his in- 
vention over to Thomas N. Fordyce, who 
promoted the “electric mule” successfully. 
He claimed but 51 per cent. of the fran- 
chise, which is valued at $100,000, a nomi- 
nal sum. 

Mr. Fordyce, in discussing the progress 
made by the company, stated this week 
that the line should be in complete opera- 
tion to Dayton by August 1, while it 
would be running between Cincinnati and 
Middletown within two weeks. The break 
in the canal in Cincinnati the past month 
cost the State $10,000, while the canal 
transportation company lost $20,0c0 by it. 
This break and others have been repaired 
at a heavy expense. M. V.

Water Power in ‘New York, 

Wasuincton, D. C., May 25, 1903.—In 
connection with the gauging of streams in 
the State of New York by the United 
States Geological Survey, an examination 
of the water power resources of the west- 
ern slope of Lake Champlain has recently 
been made by Robert E. Horton, and two 
gauge stations have been established on 
Saranac River, the largest stream flowing

out of the region. This river has its head- 
waters in the Saranac group of lakes, in 
southern Franklin County. These lakes lie 
at an elevation of about 1,450 feet above 
Lake Champlain. 

The stream where it leaves Lower Sa- 
ranac Lake has acquired, 
sive drainage area and the great volume of 
stored water of the lakes, steady 
flow, and in falling more than 1,400 feet 
in its_course of 25 miles to Lake Cham- 
plain at Plattsburg it produces numerous 
waterfalls, which beauti- 
ful scenery, but also great water power 
facilities, some of which have been utilized. 
The largest water power on the river, how- 
ever, affording the unusual fall of 245 feet 
to drive turbines, 
oped. 

The object of the gauging is to deter- 
mine the volume of the flow and its varia- 
tion from day to day, so that the amount of 
horse power the streams can furnish may 
be ascertained. 

Other streams of the Champlain region, 
the Au Sable, Buquet and Chazy, have also 
been examined with reference to their in- 
dustrial value.

Most of this business, 
however, went direct to the mills. These, by the way, are 
all fairly well supplied, with orders ahead. A few of 
them, however, are said to be looking for business. But 
if this is so, there is no cutting of prices in order to induce 
the placing of orders. The reason for this stiffness on the 
part of the manufacturers is the uncertainty in regard to 
what action the men in the mills will take in case their 
demands are not granted. The labor situation and the low 
condition of the streams due to the drought are the two 
strong factors now supporting the quotations on paper. 
All kinds are firm, and News and Writings at least are 
Of Book paper there is no stock to speak of on 
hand.
